On 9 November 1961 1 received written notification that the Director 
of Central Intelligence had determined that there is a surplus of personnel 
In my job category and that the Deputy Director Uupport) had designated 
me as surplus to the requirefmmt a of my career service. 


On 28 February 1962 I received written notification again from the 
Director of Personnel that my services are surplus to the personnel re- 
quirements of the Central Intelligence fgency, and my employment is to 
be terminated on or about 25 April 1962. 


CIA Regulation [ I provides that upon receipt ©f such notification 

the employee may direct a written appeal to the Director. X would like to 
have you consider this letter as my appeal. 


There are several matters which I would like to bring to your attention. 
X do not believe that everyone has a right to a government position or that 
3uch a right is necessarily entranced by length of service. I do contend 
that individuals who have demonstrated their competence , dedication, and 
loyalty have a rigid to expect equitable treatment. I also beliava that in- 
dividuals who find their chosen career about to be terminated should know 
the specific reasons on which such action is basud. X considar it signifi- 
cant that the methods by whiah candidates are selected for termination 
deny a them any knowledge cf the criteria against which they are measured 
or any opportunity to defend their tenure. X have had no official opportunity 
to question those who took formal action in my case. Quite frankly, there 
is no substantive basis on which to formulate an appeal. 
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I would like to Know, specifically' whether you personally have 
reviewed my ease car whether yew decision to terminate my services 
is based on the conclusions and recouan endntione of your subordinates. 

i feel that I have hewn placed «t a distinct disadvantage in that the 
first and only opportunity granted far an appeal comes after ray case has 
been closed* This would s**» to constitute a violation of the juridical 
principle of justice as Americans under stand the term.
